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HUGHES NOTE ASKS 


POWERS T0 PARLEY 
AND DEFINES SCOPE 


Secretary Formally Invites the 
Allies and China to Attend 
Disarmament Conference. 


IDENTIC-TEXTS MADE PUBLIC 


“A Practical Effort to Remove 
Causes of Misunderstanding”’ 
Is Given as Purpose. 


ARMS TAX BURDEN CITED 


No Intention to Dictate Terms, but 
Pacific Issues Are Held of “Un- 
questioned Importance.”

WASHINGTON, “Aug. 11.—Secretary of 
State Hughes, on behalf of President 
Harding, today sent formal invitations 
to the principal allied powers and China 
to participate in the conference on dis- 
armament ana the Far East to be held 
in Washington on Nov. 11. 

As the powers to whom the invita- 
tions were sent have already indicated 
informally their willingness to partic}- 
pate in such a conference, there is no 
acubt now that the formal replies of 
uceeptance will be made promptly. 

The text of the notes to Great Britain, 
France, Italy, and Japan were identic 
except fer the insertion in each of the 
mame of the powér addressed, while a 
separate note was sent to China which 
laid stress on the Far Eastern phase@f 
the conference. The text of both notes 
was made public by Secretary Hughes 
later in the’day. [The full text.of the 
two notes will be found on Page 3.] 

The note to the allied powers outlined 
the reasons for calling the conference, 
urged the need of a general agreement 
for reduction in armaments in order to 
relieve the world from the’ present stag- 
gering economic burden of maintaining 
them and pointed out the advisability 
of removing the causes of friction in the 
Pacific and Far East as means of pav- 
ing the way to such agreement. The 
note opens with an expression of grati- 
fication at the cordial response to the 
President's informal suggestion for a 
eonference and thefi statés the reasons 
for the holding of such a conference. 


Cite Burden on Production. 


““ Productive labor,’’ it states, is 
staggering under an ecOnomic burden too 
heavy to be borne unless the present 
vast public expenditureS are greatly re- 
duced. It is idle to look«for stability, or 
the assurance of social justice, or the 
security of peace, while wasteful and un- 
productive outlays deprive effort of its 
just reward and defeat the reasonable 
expectation of progress.’’ ~ 

The note asserted that not only are 
such expenditures without economic jus- 
tification but are a constant menace to 
the peace of the world rather than an 
assurance of its preservation. The only 
way to halt these increasing outlays for 
urmament, in the opinion of President 
Herding and Secretary Hughes, is 
the powers to find 
for agreement to effect their limita- 
tion. 

It will not escape attention that the 
note stresses the point that naval arma- 
n.ents shall have prior consideration in 
the conference. The note makes it plain 
that the conference is not limited to 
jiaval armaments, though it puts discus- 
sion of naval armaments in first place. 
Another important feature is the sug- 
gestion that the conference may find it

@ visable to formulate proposals for the 


“control ’’ of new agencies of warfare. 

It is also evident from the note. that 
the American Government has no inten- 
tion to define the scope of the discus- 
sion of Far Eastern questions, but de- 
sires that the question be settled by mu- 
tual agreement among the powers prior 
to the meeting of the conference. Con- 
cerning the Far Eastern questions the 
note says: 

“It is, however, quite clear that there 
can be no final assurance of the peace 
of the world in the absence of the de- 
sire for peace, and the prospect of re- 
i1uced armaments is not a hopeful one 
anless this desire finds expression in a 
practical effort to remove causes of mis- 
understanding and to seek ground for 
agreement as to principles and their 
application. It is the earnest wish of 
this Government that, through an inter- 
Change of views with the facilities af- 
forded by a conference, it may be pos- 
sible to find a solution of Pacific 
Far Eastern problems, 
importance at this time; that is, such 
common understandings with respect to 


matters which havé been and are of in- 
ternational concern as may serve to pro- 
mote enduring friendship among aur 
peoples.”’ *

Demand for Open Sessions. 


Simultaneously with the issuance of 
the invitations to the powers, Senator 
Hiram Johnson of California issued a 
statement in Which he demanded that 
the sessions of the conference be open. 

Whether, the sessions will be open 
depends on the decision of the delegates 
to the conference, acting on instructions 
from their own Governments. Whatever 
their attitude may be, it can be stated 
that the American Government will in- 


_ sist that public opinion around the world 


shall be accurately informed as to the 
work and progress of the conference. 
It is the belief of high American offi- 
cials that the success of the conference 
will depend very largely on the force of 
public opinion, and, in order that such 
opinion may,properly develop, the Ameri- 
ean representatives in the conference 
will take a stand for the widest publi- 
city.

Terror Worse Than Ever; What Caused Famine

REVAL, Aug. 11.—Captain Emmett 
Kilpatrick, who was among the prison- 
ers just released from Russia, was 
prevailed upon today to tell of some of 
the suffering he had experienced. 

‘““ When we were released,” a 
Captain, ‘officials told us tat the 
Soviet had granted us an amnesty. We 
did not discover the real reason for our 
freedom until we reached Petrograd. 
There we saw newspapers; which Kal- 
matiano translated, containing Hoover’s 
note. 

“I talked with men from Kuban, 
Crimea, Omsk, Tomsk, Siberia and other 
provinces. These men reported that the 
famine was not entirely due’to the 
drought, but was largely brought about 
because the Communists confiscated last 
year’s grain crop, including the seed. 

“Today banditry is prevalent in Rus- 
sia. Every night we ‘could hear fusil- 
lades in \Moscow and many wounded 
bandits were brought to the hospitals. 
Some of them told, me they. were fight- 


ing for food. Now the Moscow hospi- 
tals refuse patients unless they are able 
to provide their own food. 

‘“*In the prison in which I was con- 
fined, I was reported to be crazy. be- 
cause I had several fist fights with Pol- 
lish prisoners who refused to open their 
windows. The air in our basement 
cells was terrible.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—Major Gen. 
Leonard Wood will be appointed Gov- 
ernor General of the Philippines, pro- 
vided the University of Pennsylvania 
consents to his release, Secretary of 
War Weeks announced today. 

The decision of the Administration to 
name General Woodesfor the Philippines 
post has been held in abeyance for some 
time, the Secretary said, in order to per- 
mit the General to submit his report on 
conditions in the island possessions. A 
‘preliminary report has already been 
General Wood, as head 
of the Wood-Forbes Commission, which } 
has beén investigating conditions in the 
Philippines for some months past. 

General Wood has indicated his will- 
ingness to accept the post, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that prior to his departure 
for Manila he declined it on the ground 
that he had already seen too much ser- 
vice in the tropics. It is understood 
that. the General became so interested 
in the Philippine situation as a result 
of his investigation that he reversed his 
original decision.

PENNSYLVANIA CALLS © 
ON EMPLOYES TO CONFER 


Takes Steps Toward Complying 
With Order of Railroad 
Labor Board. 


pabSinaeuia, Aug. 11.—A meet- 
ing of representatives of all classes of 
employes of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
system has been called to consider the 
decision of the Railroad Labor Board 
ordering the Pennsylvania and System 
Federation No. 90 to hold a new elec- 
tion of committeemen for drawing up 
new agreements on working conditions. 
The meeting probably will be hela next 
week. 

This announcement was made today 
following the action of the Labor Board 
yesterday in granting to the railroad 
fifteen days more in which to comply 
with the order for the election of new 
committees of shop men. 

The company’s statement says: 

‘“‘ Announcement. was made on May 20, 
1921, that all employes would be given 
an opportunity to have a voice in the 
management in matters affecting their 
welfare through employe representatives 
of their own selection, whether union or 
non-union men, 

‘“‘A majority of our employes want to 
deal with the management through em- 
ploye representatives. About 175,000 
are ape interested in rules covering 
working conditions. About 117,000 of 
these employes have expressed a desire 
to negotiate rules through employe rep- 
representatives. 

“The employe representatives who have 
been elected havegacted in good faith 
with thé management. The management 
has acted in good faith with them. e 
rights and interests of these representa- 
tives and the employes whom they rep- 
resent must be recognized and protected. 

‘‘Inasmuch, therefore, as this decision 
of the Labor Board vitally affects the 
welfare of all our employes, and in ac- 
cordance with the announcement made 
by the company on May 20, 1921, the 
management will confer with representa- 


tives of all classes of employes on the 
Pennsylvania system.”

American and German Shipping 
Officials Reach Buenos Aires 
to Prepare for Competition. 


STINNES DIRECTOR ON WAY 


Extended Facilities for Trade Are 
Expected There as Rival In- 
terests Race for Business. 


BUENOS AIRES, Aug. 11.—Willlam 
B. Ryan, Vice President of the United 
American Lines, Inc., controlled by the 
Harriman arrived here yes- 
terday in company with Richard Peltzer, 
director of Hamburg-American 
Steamship line. They told The Associ- 
ated Press they had definite plans 
other than to investigate conditions 
here and at other points which would 
affect the Harriman-Hamburg-Ameri- 
ean joint steamship between 
Hamburg and South American ports, 
They will visit various coast cities, and 
Mr. Ryan intimated it was possible that 
some of the present Hamburg-American 
agents might be replaced by Americans. 

Shipping circles here are deeply inter~ 
ested in the visit of the two men, in 
view of recent reports of the break be- 
tween Hugo Stinnes and the Hamburg- 
American Company because of the oper- 
ation by Stinnes of a fleet of ships be- 
tween Germany and South America in 
competition with the Hamburg-Ameri- 
can vessels. Men engaged in the ship- 
ping trade profess to see in the presence 
of the two shipping masters a probabil- 
ity of new adjustments and extended 
facilities for the purpose of contesting 
with Stinnes for the control of the Ger- 
man-South American trade. 

Herr Peltzer said last night that the 
Argentine trade was of a special im- 
portance to the Hamburg American Line 
because this was one of the few coun- 
tries where operating facilities at ports 
had not been impaired by the war. As

DUBLIN, Aug. 11 (Associated Press).

but is a constant menace to the peace 
of the world rather than an assurance 
of its preservation. Yet there would 
seem to be no ground to expect the 
halting of these increasing outlays 
unless the powers most largely con- 
cerned find a satisfactor asis for 
an agreement to effect eir limita- 
tion. The time is believed to be op- 
portune for these powers to a proach 
this subject directly and in conference; 
and while, in the discussion of limita- 
tion of armament, the question of 
naval armament may naturally have 
first place, it has been thought best 
not to exclude questions pertaining to 
other armament to the end that all 
practicable measures of relief may 
have’ appropriate consideration.

the House of Representatives. In a 
statement on the general subject of dis- 
armament, the text of which was re- 
ceived here today, he asserts that if the 
last session of the Imperial Diet had ac- 
curately reflected public opinion, the 
House of Representatives would not have 
thrown out the Ozaki resolution on dis- | 
armament. 

Raising the question as to why the} 
people who do not regard the House} 
of Representatives as representing their 
views do not take steps to remedy the 
situation, Shimada explains this on the | 
ground of the indifference of the public 
toward the parliamentary system. This 
attitude does not invalidate the fact, he 
asserts, that public opinion is solidly 
back of the movement for the reduction 
of naval armaments. 

Discussing the military side of the 
national defense, Shimada starts his 
argument for a drastic reduction of the 
Japanese army with the statement that 
the Japanese army is out of keeping 
with the progress of the times. 

‘‘T am the last,’’ says Shimada, who, 
with Count Okuma, organized the pro- 
gressive party. in Japan, ‘‘ to depreciate 
the achievements of the Japanese army 
in the past. I also concede that there 
were reasonable grounds for augment- 
ing the milftary forces in the last de- 
cade or: two. 

‘““The World War, however, has 
changed conditions. The fact that there 
is no imperialistic Russia to molest 
Japan is the most powerful argument 
for reduction of the Japanese army. 
Japan has twenty-one divisions, the 
present strength being the result of a 
situation in which she felt a menace 
from Russia. The militarists may point 
to the situation in China as an argu- 
ment for the maintenance of the present 
force. In our view thé condition of 
China furnishes all the more reason gor 
reduction. 

‘* Divided against herself, China is 
unable even to defend herself from for- 
eign aggression. Under pain of decline 
in national prosperity, Japan must cut 
her military strength. To insist on the 
maintenance of a standard which was 
set up to meet an extraordinary situa- 
tion when that situation has passed 
away is’ perpetuating a condition which 
both history and experience do net war- 
rant. 

‘‘ Britain enlarged her navy during the 
late war, but it was only in order to 
meet an emergency. With the end of 
hostilities she stopped building and has 
since been reducing her fleets. America 
increased her army for the same reason, 
and the stoppage of the war marked the 
beginning of reduction of the service 
forces. There is no reason why Japan 
alone should maintain her army in the 
same proportion as when she had a po- 
tential enemy to guard against.'’

{rubles for the purchase of food 
| forty-eight hours later to the Ambas- 
sador’s secretary, Donald Brodie, to ex- 
plain with horror-bulging eyes that the 
whole million had gone already. 

Contrary to what the party had been 
told the peasants along the route seemed 
ready enough to accept Soviet paper— 
in large enough quantities—and Brodie 
was kept busy every morning cutting 
“up great sheets of 1,000 ruble notes in 
which the money is issued like our 
stamps. . 

The party left Harbin, China, June 25 
in a second-class Russian car which 
had been specially fixed up by Ameri- 
can engineers. With them was a freight 
car containing the ‘ plunder,’’ as the 
Ambassador called it—the barter stocks 
above mentioned, which included medi- 
cines, cigars, and even, be it whispered, 
alcohol in bottled form, as well as 
needles, tooth brushes and soap. 


Turned Back, Then Allowed to Go On, 


The party reached Chita without diffi- 
culty, but there a setback occurred. 
After’ some days’ delay they learned 
that permission to make the journey 
had been refused, so reluctantly turned 
back again after distributing all the con- 
tents of the freight car locally. 

Whether somebody was soothed there- 
is unrecorded, but anyway twelve 
hours vut on the backward route the 
Ambassador received a message that by 
personal intervention with Lenin of the 
Far Eastern Republic's President, Kras- 
nacheckoff, an ex-Chicago lawyer, per- 
mission to make the trip across Russia 
had been accorded. But neither cigars 
nor brandy, nor twelve goods jars of 
preserves, nor any of the rest of the 


‘‘plunder’’ was forthcoming. so the 
party fell hack un a load of Soviet 
rwbles insteaa. 

The journey was slow but uneventful. 
They left Chita on July 2 and reached 
Moscow on July 27. 'They often stayed 
a day or two in one spot waiting for 
trains to take them on, but the Soviet 
railroad authorities never lost touch with 
them throughout the journey save for 
one brief interlude on a siding at Nicola- 
ievsk. 

The traveling was comfortable enough 
despite the fact that an American engi- 
neer at Harbin had described’ Russian 
trains nowadays as ‘‘a string of match- 
boxes pulled by a samovar,’’ and the 
roadbed was a bit jolty at times, as 
shown by the Ambassador’s tribute to 
the Chinese cook: ‘‘ One part cook and 
three parts poseler—never spilled a 
thing.’’

They also bathed in 
rivers and remarked that the dress of 
the native bathers would not precisely 
have passed muster at an American 
bathing beach. ° 

At Moscow they spent eight days, still 
sleeping in the car, and the Ambassador 
made no effort to meet the Soviet lead- 
ers in view of the Russo-American lack 
of relations. They also spent a day in 
Petrograd. The latter city was more 
short of food and fuel than Moscow. 
Everywhere the street markets were do- 
ing a tremendous business in everything 
frcm fish, mostly herring, to second- 
hand gramaphone needles. This trading 
was authorized as the result of a big 
strike of workers last Spring, when 
shops also were authorized but were un- 
able to function owing to prohibitive 
taxes. 

In Petrograd the Ambassador met a 
gallant old Kentuckian, Warren Har- 
row, who has been carrying on a fight 
for several months with the Soviet au- 
thorities for the right already accorded 
Lettish Esthonian refugees to take his 
possessions with him out of Russia. At 
present, Americans are limited to a 
hand bag, which is rigorously searched, 
and 10,000 rubles—30% cents. There is 
also in Petrograd an American woman, 
Miss Balch, formerly governess in a 
noble family, who has been trying to 
leave Russia since December without 
success. All of which does not quite 
accord with ,Litvinoff’s easy optimism; 
but things may now be changed. 

The Ambassador did say it was ex- 
tremely difficult to trace Americans, for 
there is no longer an address bureaux 
and this and the absence of janitors 
make it difficult to locate any one. No 
one in a Russian city seems to know or 
care anything about his neighbor. 

The Ambassador remarked a great 
shortage of shoes and stockings all over 
Russia, even well-dressed women in the 
streets of Petrograd being without both. 

The Crane party leave tonight for a 
brief visit to the Ambassador’s eldest 
son at Prague.

Aug. 11.~Important com- 

mercial and industrial developments are 

foreshadowed by a proposed visit to 

Russia of Leslie Urquhart, Chairman of 

the Russo-Asiatic Consolidated, Ltd., ‘a 

British concern and one of the largest 

mining enterprises in the world. Mr. 

Urquhart will visit Moscow at the invi- 

tation of the Soviet Government in con- 

nection with the company’s interests. 
Claims amounting to £56,000,000 have 
been made by the company following 

Soviet confiscation of its properties three 

years ago. In Russia the company’s 

assets include mining claims and con- 


cessions embracing 2,500,000 acres, rail- 
ways of over 250 miles, a dozen develop- 
ed metal mines with upward of 7,250,- 

000 tons of proven ore reserves, coal 
mines with a potential yearly output 
of 2,000,000 tons, industrial works and 
plat buildings furnishing housing ac- 
commodation for families of 40,000 
workmen, 

Some time ago the draft of an agree- 
ment between the Soviet Government 
and the company for return of the lat- 
ter’s Siberian properties was sent by 
special messenger to Krassin in Mos- 
cow. 

‘““We hope to get it signed while I 
am there,’’ said Mr. Urquhart today. 
‘“We know the Russian Government is 
not in position to pay such a claim as 
ours in cash. Naturally we prefer to 
have our properties back as well as the 
release of working capital which has 
been held up there.’’ 


CANADIAN NEWSPRINT —

CANADIAN TOWN DESOLATED

Fire Leaves 700 Homeless and Does 
$1,250,000 Damage to Aylmer. 


OTTAWA, Aug. 11.—The picturesque 
little town of Aylmer, on the shore of 
Lake Deschenes, was today a scene of 
desolation as a result of a fire that 
swept it last night. About 700 persons 
are homeless, and property valued at 
$1,250,000 is in ruins. One man was 
burned to death. , 

The homeless are housed in militia 
tents. They are being fed by volunteer 
relief workers from this city and Hull 
and those citizens of Aylmer whose 
homes escaped the flames. 

The fire, which broke Wut in some 
sheds on the main street, was fanned 
by a strong -wind from the lake and 
destroyed buildings with great rapidity. 
In some cases the citizens barely escaped 
with ‘their lives. 

The principal buildings in the town fell 
prey to the flames.

The 
potato crop is short, and green vegeta- 
bles from the market gardening districts 
around Paris have become so scarce that 
prices are climbing with a rapidity 
which threatens to become disastrous 
before Winter. 

From the wine-growing districts, how- 
ever, comes other and more cheernig 
news. ‘The dry, hot Summer has pro- 
duced a vintage which has known few 
superiors in quality. The wine crop will 
not be large; rather, it is below the 
average in size. But from almost every 
district there come reports that the 
quality is likely to be beyond anything 
| ¢ver known. 

It is, indeed, one of those years in 
which, as the French say, wise men lay 
down new wines in their cellars against 
the future. Burgundies and Bordeaux 
wines especially have profited by the 
drought and sunshine. The grapes are 
small, but their sweetness and flavor 
are incomparable, and likely to yield 
|the best wine France has grown for 
nearly twenty years. 


HEDJAZ CALLSFORHOLY WAR

The kingdom of Hedjaz, which at- 
tained independence during the war, 
| has an estimated area of 100,000 square 
}miles and an estimated population of 
750,000. It may be regarded as the most 
important principality in Arabia by 
virtue of its possession of Mecca, with 
80,000 inhabitants, and Medina, with 
40,000 inhabitants, both of which are 
Mohammedan shrines. 

Early in the war the British Govern- 
ment guaranteed the autonomy of Hed- 
jaz in the event of a successful revolt 
against Ottoman control, and on June 
5, 1916, Husein Ibn Ali proclaimed the 
independence of Hedjaz. In November, 
1916, he issued a proclamation assuming 
the title of King of Hedjaz. 

The treaty of peace with Turkey rec- 
ognizes Hedjaz as a free and indepen- 
dent State. The capital and chief port 
is Jidda, on the Red Sea, with a popu- 
lation of about 30,000.,

PRLS HORDE 
AND BURIED IN SAND 


San Francisco Police Will 
Charge William A. High- 
tower With Crime. 


| HE TOLD WHERE GRAVE WAS 


|Had Infernal Machine and Used | 


Typewriter With Which Ransom 
for Priest Was Demanded. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 11.—Buried 
under two feet of sand, the body of 
Father Patrick E. Heslin of Holy Angels’ 
Catholic Church, Colma, who has been 
missing since the night of Aug. 2, was 
dug from a beach on the Pacific Oceam, 
twenty miles south of San Francisco, 
late last night, and brought to this city 
today. Two bullet wounds were in the 
body. 

Tomorrow William A. Hightower, an 
unemployed baker, who led the police to 

| the grave and gave to them their first 
| intimation of the fate of the clergymtan, 
will be charged with his murder. Dis- 
trict Attorney Franklin K. Swart of San 
| Mateo County says ample evidence al- 
| ready has been developed to insure con- 
viction. The accused man is held here 
| to prevent any possible demonstration 
| on the part of infuriated friends of the 
| slain priest. 
The police captured in his rooms an 
| infernal machine which Hightower ad- 
mits he piaced on the Pedro road a 
mile beyond Colma. The infernal ma- 
|} chine, cunningly contrived with ten 
shotgun shells loaded with No. 1 buck 
shot, according to Hightower’s story, 
| was so placed as to command the high- 
| way. A string was attached in such a 
; Manner that a slight pull would have 
| exploded the _ shells. The authorities 
are convinced the machine was placed 
so as effectually .to have covered the 
retreat of the kidnapper, who in two 
letters to Archbishop Hanna demanded 
$6,500 and $15,000 for Father Heslin’s 
return soon after his disapperance. — 

The typewriter with which the first 
Ransome letter was written has been 
found. Hightower rented this machine 
|}on July 12 and took it to his room in 
| the Larne Hotel. Yesterday he showed 
| his familiarity with a typewriter. He 
| admittedly is a religious fanatic. He 
| confesses having carried his infernal 
| machine from its place on the Pedro 
| Road to San Francisco in a bloody piece 
of burlap. 

His explanation of his whereabouts on 
| the day of the abduction and the day 
| following has been broken down by _ po- 

lice investigation. He seems proud of 
| the sensation he is causing. He admits 
| apparently damning facts and then 
| blandly asks the authorities to believe 
jhim. He says he is after the reward 
{and did not tell the police as soon-as 
lhe learhed of the crime because of his 
| fear they would cheat him out of it. 
| The lonely grave was only a short 
distance from Salada Beach, a popular 
bathing resort. It had been dug at the 
| bottom of a sand cliff. Examination of 





.| the body showed that a bullet had been 


\ firéd through the heart while a second 
had plowed through the head and torn 
off part of the skull. 
| Search of a room occupied by High- 
| tower, who failed to explain to the po- 
lice why he had delayed giving his in- 
| formation to them, led to the discovery 
of pieces of bloody burlap, a rifle and 
newspaper clippings telling of rewards 
offered for Father Heslin. 

The prisoner told the police that he 
discovered the grave while hunting for 
' buried liquor. A woman, Dolly Mason, 
had told him that a Greek who showed 
her a revolver whiak he said had killed" 
a man, had told her that he had buried 
something at Salada Beach. High tower 
| said he went to the beach and discov- 
ered a spot where an excavation had 
| been made. He dug into it and found 
bits of black rag, a 45-calibre revolver 
and a blood-stained plece of gunnysack 
| buried int the sand near the spot where 
| the body was later dug up. 
| Three days later, he said, he made 
| another visit to.the grave. Unable to 
keep his gruesome secret longer, he de- 
cided to inform high officials of the 
church and paid a visit to the home of 
Archbishop Hanna of San Francisco. 
But the churchman was in conference 
and Hightower then told his story to 
@ newspaper man, who informed the 
| police. 
In the pockets of the priest’s clothing 
| were found a watch, which had stopped 
|} at 9:52, a red Morocco case containing 
| the bread and wine of the blessed sacra- 
ment and a roll of money. 

Father Heslin was last seen alive 
about 9 P. M. on: Aug. 2, when a

Searching parties had been scouring

Hightower told the police that he had 
| returned to California from Utah only 
a few weeks ago, after an absence of 
several years.

MURDER IN CREAMERY | 


Dairyman Slain With Ase on Clark 
Estate—Stains on Suspect’s 
Shoes to Be Tested. 


Roce Dybus, a Pole, 34 years old, was 
| arrested in Roslyn, L. I., yesterday aft- 
ernoon on suspicion in connection with 
the murder Wednesday evening on the 
F. Ambrose Clark estate at Westbury 
of Charles Zaremba, a dairyman, who 
was killed with an axe. Dybus, taken 
off his bicycle as he was riding to the 
home of his brother-in-law in Roslyn at 
the close of & day’s work as farmhand 
on the H. C. Frick place in North 
Roslyn, denied all knowledge of the 
crime. He said that-just prior to the 
hour at which Zaremba’s son, Alex, and 
the son’s wife discovered the 67-year-old 
dairyman’s body in the creamery, he, 
Dybus, was in Roslyn buying ice cream, 
| for his brother-in-law’s children. 

The arrest of Dybus followed an all- 
night search through Broad Hollow 
Woods and the Devereux Milburn and 
E. D. Morgan places adjoining the 
Clark estate, in which Constable Charles 
Tintle, County Detective Mliler, Cor- 
poral Joseph Flynn of the State police, 
aided by troopers and_ volunteers, 
searched vainly for clews to the mur- 
der. Dybus was seized after the au- 
thorities had learned that while he and 
Zaremba were employed on the Morgan 
place, Zaremba had lent $20 to Dybus, 
and there had been a quarrel over its 
repayment. ’ 

Charles Hansen, finger-print expert 
and photographer employed at the Nas- 
sau County Jail in Mineola, said stains 
on Dybus’s shoes resembled dried blood 
corpuscles under the microscope, and ar- 
| rangements were made for laboratory 
tests of the stains.

‘““March Hares’’ is the name of an 
idle, slightly nonsensical and curiously 
effeminate comedy which came to town 
last evening for the amusement of the 
over-civilized. It is not, as one might 
legitimately assume from the title, a 
dramatization of \that quaint and divert- 
ing novel by Harold Frederick, the one 
which’ began, if memory serves, with a 
man gallantly and charmingly treating 
a strange young lady to a new pair of 
shoes. But that was written back in 
the misty, slow-paced nineties and now- 


| adays one must be much madder than 


that to arrest a satirist’s attention. 

They are mad indeed, the people who 
crowd the stage in this new comedy of 
temperament by the man who wrote 
“The Outrageous Mrs. Palmer.’’ It 
cannot be set down here with any cer- 
tainty in just what strata of society 
Mr. Gribble has seen such goings on as 
overheated the energetic actors whom 
duty called last evening to the stage of 
the Bijou Theatre. Perhaps we have 
here solved for us the great question as 
to how ‘first-nighters behave when they 
are at home. 

It is not easy to impart the flavor of 


‘March Hares.’’ without recourse to the 
same innuendo and elliptical method 
with which Mr. Gribble has toyed with 
his puppets. You may imagine for your- 
selves a rough-and-ready comedy ‘writ- 
ten. by George V. Hobart and proudly 
advertised by some naturalized producer 
as ‘“A Red-Blooded Hundred Per Cent. 
American Play.’’ Well, -‘ March Hares’ 
is just the opposite. Though to say that 
and no more is to give it rather more 
than its due. 

Yet you do sit through it with a vague 
sense that it is all happening some- 
where in London and an occasional ref- 
erence to the Grand Central Station 
instead of Paddington has the jolting 
effect of an anachronism. Of course, 
this notion may be nothing more than 
inarticulate patriotism welling up in 
the audience, but it probably can be 
traced more directly to the fact that 
Oscar Wilde used England as his back- 
ground and that Mr. Griblge uses Oscar) 
Wilde as_his. 

What Mr. Gribble has written is a 
week-end comedy wherein an odd young 
professor of elocution—the kind that pro- 
nounces ‘‘ oust” to rhyme with *' boost’ 
and probably describes himself in print 
as an ‘‘artiste’’—is subjected at all 
hours of the night and in all costumes 
to sasures so violent that he actually 
reaches in the third act the point of 
pianning marriage with the lady elocu- 
tionist to whom he has been negligently 
engaged for some time. “It is an amus- 
ing character, this zany of Mr. Gribble’s 
fancy, but one of a kind that serves best 
when merely flitting in and out of a 
play. An entire evening of him is a bit 
of a strain. Often ‘‘ March Hares’’ is 
cnormously amusing, but as the evening 
wears on you are uncomfortably aware 
or a sense of surfeit. 

It is well cast and well acted—pretty 
acted, that is, by Alexander Ons- 
as the maddest hare in the warren 
and played with great skill and_ spirit 
ty such adept cmediennes as Lucile 
Watson-and Adrienne Morrison and also 
by a less familiar actress in this neigh- 
borhood—one Norma Mitchell, who plays 
a female Don Juan with infinite relish. 

These all whipped up a deal of 
laughter last evening, com indeed there 
are a good many peopl¢ in America who 
would find ‘‘ March Hares’’ recogniz- 
able and satisfying entertainment. What 
makes it so comfortable and convenient 
for all concerned is that most of them 
dwell within easy access to the Bijou 
Theatre.

ARTIST HELD FOR THEFT. 


$12,000 Paintings Said to Have 
Been Stolen in Baltimore. 


Detectives Porter and Anderson of the

IN YANKS’ VICTORY 


Babe Hits 43d Homer, a Double 
and a Single as Hugmen 
Beat Athletics, 7-3. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 11.—The dif- 
ference between a leagae leader and a 
tailender this afternoon was Babe Ruth. 
The mastadonic mauler of the New York 
Yankees, playing his third game of the 
season at Shibe Park, battered the of- 
ferings of two of -Mack’s hurlers for 
four runs and the foundation of another 
and the Hugmen took the measure of 
the Mackmen to the tune of 7 to 8. The 
Yanks had to win this game or sink 
below the Cleveland Indians, and Babe 
was the big factor on one side of the 
triumph, while Bob Shawkey did able 
work on the other. 

It was the oft-repeated story of the 
Bambino delivering when great things 
were expected of him. A crowd of 2,000 
youngsters from local orphan asylums 
and fifty crippled veterans of the World 
War attended the game as guests of the 


Cubs, a local organization formed to 
entertain orphaned children and cripples. 
Ruth made a brief speech to the young- 
sters after showing them in - batting 
practice how he drives a baseball where 
fielders never roam. Later in the after- 
noon the Babe did some of the hitting 
that counts in the averages, punching 
one home run, his forty-third for the 
season, into the distant left field bleach- 
ers, besides macing home huPiers for a 
double and a single. It was as big a 
day for Ruth as for the kids. 

The game marked the start of the 
Yankees’ final long tour of the season, 
one that calls for a visit to every Amer- 
ican League city except Boston for a 
total of nineteen games before they 
again set foot on the Polo Grounds. 
Thanks to Shawkey’s airtight pitching 
when such an accomplishment was nec- 
essary, and timely thumps by Ruth, 
Schung and Meusel, the Hugmen got 
away on the right foot, and the victory 
had the same effect on their one-point 
lead that water has on a sponge. The 
advantage is none too robust now, but 
it will stand more punishment than the 
lead which the Yanks carried with them 
to Quakertown. . 


Shawkey Busy at His Specialty. 


Shawkey, who has been specializing in 
taking the measure of Athletic teams 
since Mack put him on the waiver chute 
on which he slid to the Yankees in 1915, 


did not give home) athletes much lee- 
way ,this afternoon. Hard hitting by 
Shawkey’s supporting cast gave him a 
seven-run lead in_the first four innings, 
and after that Bob just moved along 
comfortably, putting no undue effort on 
the arm which must play a big part in 
the~pennant fight ahead. Not until 
Tilly Walker slapped = seventeenth 
home run of the campaign, a drive into 
the left field bleachers In the sixth in- 
ning, did a home player-dig his spikes 
into third base, and only one before 
Walker had traveled to second. A mis- 
judged fly by Elmer Miller served to 
provide another market for the Mack- 
men in the seventh, and two robust hits 
worth two bags each furnished the 
Macks’ final run in the eighth. 

Babe's four-ply slam was the welcome 
with which the Yanks greeted Dave 
Keefe on his appearance in the fourth 
inning.

‘Keefe threw up two which 
were wide of the plate, and then put one 
where Babe could, reach it. Babe 
reached it, and a few seconds later a fan 
captured the ball in the bleachers. 

After Babe got his long clout, Frank 
Baker made a bid for another, but it was 
not quite long enough. Welsh ran into 
deep centre field and made one of the 
fancy catches of the game to retire the 
Trappe mauler. After that Keefe did 
some fine pitching, so good, in fact, that 
four Yankees whiffed the breezes and 
nothing like a run developed in four 
innings.

LIVING OFF THE ARCTIC. 


The arctic explorer, ROALD AMUND- 
8EN, interviewed at Seattle about his 
expedition to the North Pole, says 
that “he has made a contract for the 
shipment of supplies for seven years 
to Nome, the starting point of the ex- 
pedition, next May. It is reported 
that AMUNDSEN has no faith in an al- 
leged theory of STEFANSSON that an 
explorer can live ‘‘ off the country ’’ 
on ae polar quest. siatadaae is 
quoted: ‘* North of 8) degrees there 
‘*is little aninfal life. In the dead of 
‘* Winter nothing short of dynamite 
** would penetrate the ice to the depth 
‘“‘ where fish can be obtained. One 
‘* must take, food along on dog sleds.” 
It is improbable that AMUNDSEN could 
have taken seriously a story circulated 
in Seattle that VILHJALMUR STEFANS- 
SON was planning a polar expedition 
without food supplies. 

The latter explorer is a man of as 
much intelligence as daring, and must 
be familiar with arctic literature. Ad- 
miral PEARY was the only authority 
upon conditions beyond 85 degrees, 
and in his ‘‘ dash’’ for the Pole he 
saw no animal life of any kind. Except 
for pressure ridges the ice surface for 
many days’ march was monotonously 


level, with infrequent leads for sound-’ 


ing. No man could have lived in that 
desolate expanse without sled rations. 
In Prary’s story of the North Pole 
there is nothing about supplying the 
larder with game after the base at 
Camp Columbia was left behind. In 
that region musk ox and caribou were 
abundant enough, and fish could be 
had if they were wanted. One of the 
most remarkable pictures in Prary’s 
book shows the rigging of the Roose- 
velt lined with the horns of musk ox 
and caribou, but the hunting was done 
on the land of the far-scattered Eski- 
mos, or not far north of it. 
STEFANSSON has been a _mighty 
hunter of arctic game, but he could 
have no illusions about living ‘‘ off the 


STEFANSSON would hardly contend 
that it is safe for an explorer to push 
north very far beyond the last Eski- 
mo settlement without the usual 
rations. On his expedition of 1913-18 
he encountered on Dolphin and Union 
Straits Eskimos who had never seen 
a white man, and he lived a year with 
them. He explored Victoria Island, 
Banks Island, and found new land 
north of Prince Patrick Island. There 
was usually game to be shot, but the 
explorers were almost at an extremity 
fat, indispensable the arctic 
regions.

The greatest 
effect of these rich men’s taxes is to 
divert funds from industry to exempt 
investments. It is better policy to lay 
taxes for revenue rather than for the 
punishment of the rich. 

Any plan which serves to get the 
Tax bill through the House before Con- 
gress rests from'its exhausting labors 
serves a good end, and need not be 


criticised too closely. 


the Tax and Tariff bills. The proposal 
to repeal the transportation taxeg-by 
halves, completing the process in 1923, 
has been improved by alteration into 
a proposal for repeal at one operation 
next New Year's. The case is stronger 
for the railway taxes because what the 
Treasury takes from the railways in 
tax collections is repaid to them either 
by the Treasury on account of Govern- 
ment debts to the railways or by those 
who pay freights and fares. The Re- 
publican search for popular taxes is 
reflected in a larger increase of the 
tax on corporations than the President 
had proposed. It is popular to tax 
corporations, but not to decrease the 
sums paid out in wages. 

The true opinion of Congress regard- 
ing the unpopularity of the President’s 
tax reductions is disclosed in their in- 
crease to $890, 000,000 instead of $600, - 
000,000. The latest schedules lay new 
taxes totaling $335,000,000. Thus the 
nominal reduction is reduced to a net 
actual reduction of $550,000,000. It is 
a good example of reducing and rot 
reducing at ane and the same opera- 
tion. It is waste of-effort to consider 
seriously the tax proposals of those 
whose minds are changed overnight. 
The pending Tax bill is but a slight 
clue to the taxes which will be col- 
lected on this year’s business, and 
there is ground to hope that the Sen- 
ate will improve on the House’s propo- 
sals.

Why Central 
Park 
Trees Die.

surface or plainly exposed to view, and 
all land is ‘‘ made land,” as a matter of 
fact, it making little difference, so far 
as trees are concerned, whether the 
manufacture was natural or artificial. 

It seems at least possible, therefore, 
that the cause of trouble in Central 
Park is one hitherto unconsidered, and 
that it is to be found not in soil con- 
ditions not essentially unlike those ex- 
isting in the upper part of Manhattan 
Island, in the undeveloped sections of 
the Bronx, and in many and great 
stretches of Westchester County—all of 
these being regions where many kinds 
of trees grow vigorously and attain great 
sizes and ages. From these areas Cen- 
tral Park differs chiefly in the peculi- 
arities that it is long and narrow, that 
it is surrounded on every side by streets 
covered by impervious pavements, with 
sewers that carry off all the rain that 
falls on the streets themselves and the 
contiguous lots, and that in the Park 
there are many miles of roads and paths, 
which also are all impervious to water 
and connected, directly or indirectly, 
with sewers. 


For the reasons just 
stated, according toan 
experienced nursery- 

5 man, the trees in Cen- 
the, Reason? tral Park are killed, 
not by hunger, due to poor and thin 
soil, but by thirst, the result of cutting 
off of a considerable fraction of their 
natural rain supply. In other words, 
declares this authority, the key to the 
problem is water—the trees die because 
they do not get enough of it, and would 
thrive if means were taken to restore 
what has been taken away from them 
and wasted in our rivers. 

This theory is at least plausible, for, 
as everybody knows, the Park trees and 
shrubs all act as if they were happy 
during and for some time after the 
Spring rains, but as Summer advances 
they grow disconsolate, and one after 
another they are giving up the fight. 

No mere sprinkling of the Park sur- 
faces during the hot months would suf- 
fice to remedy the situation. In some 
way or other—the particular way to be 
determined by men who are engineers 
as well as full of tree wisdom—great 
quantities of water must be supplied 
where it belongs, which is below the 
surface, and stored for use when the 
rains decrease. New York’s rainfall, in 
seasons not exceptional, is quite suffi- 
cient to meet all the needs of plants 
large and small, but of the total amount 
im each year the trees in Central Park 
have a chance to utilize perhaps a half, 
perhaps not so’ much as that.

Reduction of the Army. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Your editorial article warning against too 
rapid reduction in the army of this country 
will be read by thousands ef your readers 
with approval. The hope for limitation of 
armament is universal. But it would seem 
that with the reduction of the army from 
243,000 to 150,000 we have cut our national 
land force sufficiently for the time being. 

The late war saw the development of many 
yew methods and weapons of warfare. With 
a force less than the present number it 
seems impossible that this country can keep 
abreast of the times in the matter of national 
defense. For over 110,000,000 people, an 
army of 150,000 does not seem too great. 
‘We hear much of the 93 per cent. of our 
national expenditures going for wars past 


and present. What proportion of this ter- 
rible figure is due not to the wars them- 
selves, but to the fact that this country has 
always been hopelessly unprepared for war? 
How many Dillions were spent in 1917 and 
1918, which,‘if Théodore Roosevelt and Gen- 
eral Wood had been hearkened to in 1916, 
would have been but a few millions? 

'o one who truly loves his country, it would 
seem that in land armament we have reduced 
enough. The international conference will 
settle the naval side of the question.

TIMES FILES SAVED 
BY A NEW METHOD 


Library to Preserve Each Page 
With a Cover of Thin Sheets 
of Tissue Paper. 


| WAR ISSUES BADLY THUMBED 


Now, After Eight Years of Experi- 
ment, a Plan Has Been Per- 
fected of Preservation. 


After experimenting for eight years 

with methods of preserving newspaper 
files for future historians, the New 
York Public Library has at last found 
a desirable process and next week will 
begin the work of treating library copies 
of THE New YorK TIMEs dating 
Jan. & 1914, to the pres- 
This work of preserving THE 
TIMEs will be continued with each suc- 
so that future gener- 
ation8S may read contemporary history 
in its pages from 1914 on. 

Several years ago Harry Miller 
Lydenberg, the chief reference librar- 
ian, noticed that the ordinary news- 
print used by modern publications de- 
terierated rapidly even when the vol- 
umes were not used. He then predicted 


| that another generation or so would see 


without use- 
the pre- 


virtually 
ful newspaper files covering 
ceding generation. He attributed 
rapid rotting of the paper made 
wood pulp to chlorine in the product. 
With public interest in contemporary 
events stimulated by the war, Mr. 
Lydenberg saw that some preserving 
process must be found immediately if 
the war volumes of THE TIMES were 
to be saved, and experimentation was 
speeded up. Various processes were 
tried in more than 100 experiments but 
success was not accomplished until 
1916, when it was found that paper rot 
might be prevented by facing each 
newspaper pages on both sides with 


}thin tissue paper. 


He notified THE Times that public 
interest in the war files had been so 
great that all of the volumes virtually 
had been thumbed to pieces and that the 
library was without a complete file of 
Tur TimEs covering the period of the 
war. He pointed out that this would 
be calamitous to war students and his- 
torians in succeeding generations, and 
the Public Library 
had found a desirable preserving pro- 
cess, it had neither the intact volumes 
to preserve nor the money—something 
like $4,000 would be needed—to pay for 
the work. 


Old Files Badly Tattered. 


Pointing to the rows of volumes 
THE Times in the main 
reading room, he said yesterday to a 
caller: 

‘*Now walk down this row without 
looking at the dates on the volumes 


and see whether you can tell me which 
book tells of the beginning of the 
war..”* 

‘* Here,’’ said the visitor, as he paused 
at a tattered volume, without looking at 
the date, ‘‘and from here cn is the 
war.” 

The tattered volume was for August, 
1914. Examination showed that so 
many thousands of eager hands had 
turned the pages that the volume was 
nothing but a brown mass of votting 
paper, of no value to any future his- 
torian or student or even to those who 
wish to use the volume now. 

‘* And THe Times is particularly valu- 
able because it printed the texts of so 
mahy, messages, speeches and State 
documents during the war,” added Mr. 
Lydenberg. ‘I pointed out that the 
volumes would be almost invaluable in 
the future and THe Times is sending 
over newspapers and volumes to piece 
out our own collection of the war val- 
umes and paying the cost of using our 
preservative method on the volumes 
back to 1914. From now on we will treat 
all the current volumes of Tur TiMEs 
with the preserving process, with the 
help of THr TIMES management. 

“This preservation of newspaper files, 
as well as of books. is still one of the 
most critical problems of library man- 
agement. The newspaper files of 1870 
and back for decades are exccllently 
preserved because the paper was made 
of rag stock. Beginning with the ’70s, 
when wood pulp news print came in, our 
treubles started and they piled up during 
the war because public interest in the 
volumes then was greater and because 
the news print of the war seems to be 
even less durable than previously. 

“Justin Winsor, Director of the Bos- 
ton Public Library for many years, tcok 
up the question when newspapers first 
started to use wood pulp paper nearly 
fifty years ago, but he was unable to 
induce newspapers to print extra library 
editions because of the heavy exvense. 
He pointed out that the news print was 
perishable and that {t made a record 
that would last only a few decades. 


Library Editions Impractical. 


of 


‘““The London Times prints an extra 
library edition on sulphite paper that 
weights about ninety-six pounds to the 
ream, as compared to the regular edition 
paper of seventy-three pounds a ream, 
but even this does not seem to make an 
imperishable file. In 1913 The Brooklyn 
Dagle advertised that it would print an 
extra library edition on paper composed 


of 75 per cent. of rag stock and would 
sell for $15 a year. I am informed that 
the loss on the paper stock alone for 
this experimental year was $2,157, to 
say nothing of the labor, depreciation 
of machinery, and other expenses. 

‘“‘It is impractical for any newspaper 
to print a special edition for libraries, 
because of the high cost and because 
special mechanical facilities might be 
needed. It was the problem of the 
libraries to find some way of preserving 
the ordinary newspaper as printed for 
general distribution. i 

“About 1914 we started our experi- 
ments. As a starter we exposed to the 
sun and air for 150 hours a piece of or- 
dinary news print, a second sheet covered 
with silk and a third covered with 
transparent tissue paper. Then we ap- 
plied the tests of the United States 
Bureau of Standards for pliability and 
bending and other tests for strength. 
The sheet covered with tissue paper 
stood the tests better than the others. 

“We discovered that news print pro- 
tected from the air was_ preserved 
longer and in better condition, and we 
learned also that silk and chiffon had 
minute air spaces and permitted the air 
to reach the newspaper page. We dis- 
covered that the Japanese tissue paper 
sealed the news print, and that is what 
we are using now. 

‘““Meantime, we tried many other 
methods, chiefly with varnishes and 
liquid preservatives—and we are. still 
trying to find something that will be 
under the cost of $40 or so required for 
treating each month's volume of a news- 
paper file. We tried a liquid celluloid, 
shellac and glycerine, shellac, turpentine 
and paraffin, carbon tetrachloride and 
paraffin, several special paper preser- 
vatives, a flexible varnish with linseed 
oil, and many other methods, 


Japanese Tissue the Best. 


“The best of all the methods was to 
face each newspaper page on both sides 
with transparent tissue, and we pro- 
ceeded to develop that process. We 
learned that the best tissue for our pur- 


pose was a hand-beaten fibre product 
from Japan, but we are still experi- 
menting with foreign and domestic tis- 
sue. We found that the best paste to 
use was a rice paste and the United 
States Bureau of Standards tested this 
for impurities and found nothing that 
would be injurious to the news print. 

‘* At first the work proceeded slowly. 
We had to learn that the paste should 
be applied to the tissue paper and not 
the newspaper page and*that the page 
had to be dampened before the tissue 
was put on. At first a man was able 
to paste only forty or fMty pages a 
Gay, which is not more than two issues 


of a newspaper, but we improved!

|to our needs ao that now a man and 
| boy are able to treat a newspaper vol- 
ume in about four days. 

“When we got the process going the 
cost was about $25 tor each monthly 
volume, but it is now between $35 
jan--. «40, and our probiem is to get 
| this cost down. In 1916 The World ar- 
;}ranged with the library to have its 
monthly volumes treated for preserva- 
tion here, and later The Evening Post 
,also came in. We pay $5 of the ex- 
pense, on each volume. The Chicago 
Daily News learned of our method and 
its management sent a man here to 
study the process and its, volumes are 
being preserved in Chicago.” 

The process perfected by 
Library is exceedingly simple, with the 
} pasting done on a glass-topped or steel- 
| topped table. First, the operator wets 
jthe glass or steel with water and then 
jlays down a sheet of the tissue with the 
pasting machine. Rice paste goes on 
top of this tissue sheet; then a dampened 
newspaper page, and on top of this an- 
other tissue sheet, with paste on top 
of that. Thfs re-enforced sheet is then 
| hung up in a rack to dry. 

When dry the sheet is placed between 
cardboard mats and subjected to pres- 
jsure for several hours, To reduce its 
ythickness still further it is run through 
a gas-heated mangle, so that not more 
than 1,000th of an inch is added to its 
thickness in the preservatton process. 
After the tissue edges are trimmed down 
to the size of a newspaper the sheets 
jare ready for the binder. The volume fs 
;made only an*inch or so thicker by this 
process.

Rotting Virtually Stopped. 


With ordinary care on the part of the 
reader none of the pages torn or 
mutilated, because the process strength- 


ens the/paper, and rotting, if not com- 
pletely stopped, certainly is delayed for 
many decades. In fact, the buckram 
binding on some of the newspaper vol- 
umes shows the wear while the, newspa- 
per still remains in good condition. 

Although the cotton-like tissue does not 
appear exceptionally transparent when 
held up alone to the light, there is only 
a slight decrease of legibility in the 
| newspaper printing when the process fs 
finished. Comparison of some of the 
processed volumes of a few years ago 
with more recentiy treated specimens 
seemed to show that legibility improves 
with age. 

Observers also report that the tissue 
film over the printed page decreases the 
strain on the eyes with long usage of 
the volume. So that none of the readers 
of the processed volumes would believe 
that the newspaper was poorly printed, 
Mr. Lydenberg has prepared this printed 
notice for pasting on the outside of the 
book: 

‘“'The sheets in this volume have been 
covered with transparent tissue paper in 
an effort to preserve them. The de- 
creased legibility is due to this fact and 
not to poor press work on the part of 
the printer." 

Mr. Lydenberg said that he believed 
the present process the best discovered 
anywhere so far, and said that he would 
be glad to give all the facts to any li- 
| brary, newspaper any one else de- 
Siring it. There are no secrets about it, 
and the Public Library would be 
glad to help any agency that desired to 
Save records or newspapers for histori- 
cal purposes.

RAILWAY RELIEF DISCUSSED. 


President Harding Confers With 
Senators About Speedy Legislation. 
Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—The adop- 
tion of legislation for the relief of the 
railroads before a recess is taken was 
discussed at a conference at the White 
House today, attended by President 
Harding, Senators Watson of Indiana 
and Kellogg of Minnesota; Eugene 
Meyer, Jr., Managing Director of the 
War Finance Corporation, and Director- 
General of Railroads Davis. No decision 
was reached and another’ conference 
probably will be held at the White 
House tomorrow. 

It was intimated by Senator Watsan, 
following the conference, that the 
chance of passing the necessary legisla- 
tion before recess was slim. Opposition 
to proposed legislation which would ex- 
pand the jurisdiction of the War Fi- 
nance Corporation and permit it to ad- 
vance money to the carriers in set- 
tlement of claims has been built up 
under the leadership of Senator La 
Follette and others who have threat- 
ened that they will conduct a _filibus- 
ter or adopt other means to cause de- 
lay if an effort is made to force such 
legislation through. 

The statement was made that Congress 
need have no further hope of a recess 
during the latter part of August and 
in September if Administration leaders 
insist on consideration of railroad re- 
lief. So far as could be learned the 
point has not been reached where the 
President is prepared to insist on action 
b@fore a recess. 

While reports are that strong opposi- 
tion has developed, especially in the so- 
called Farm-Labor group in the Senate, 
against railroad legislation at this time, 
strong pressure has been exercised by 
those who feel that the adoption of a 
definite program for rail relief is im- 
perative. 

The railroads hope for the funding of 
the debt to the Government and to re- 
ceive upward of $500,000,000 in cash 
without further delay. This cannot be 
done unless the powers of the War 
Finance Corporation are extended. 

Senators and Representatives who op- 
pose immediate action contend that to 
try to force the legislation through at 
this time would only enhance bitterness 
and make for a prolonged fight which 
would seriously embarrass other work. 
They hold that the railroads can waft 
a short time and that satisfactory re- 
sults will be obtained more quickly by 
delaying action until after a recess. 

It is possible that a decision will be 
made after tomorrow’s conference. In 
the meantime the Senate expects to be 
keady to take a recess by Aug. 20. It 
was said today that work before the 
House might delay a recess by that body 
until Aug. 25 regardless of railroad 
legislafion.

Hungary’s Former Premier As- 
serts Decay Started With 
Downfall of Magyars. 


BULGARIAN SEES NEW HOPE 


Government Is Settling Balkan 
Problem and Helping People. 


Special to Th2 New York Times. 

WILLIAMSTOWN, Mass., Aug. 11.— 
The entire history of Europe would have 
been changed had it not been for ‘‘ the 
four main facts-of Hungarian history,’’ 
said Count Paul Telekt, the former 
Prime Minister of Hungary, in his lec- 
the Institute of Politics at 
Williams College today. He asserted 
that not only the present boundaries of 
European nations, but the development 
of the entire civillzauon of Western 
Europe, was decisiveiy influenced by 
Hungarian history. 


Lecturing on the Balkan nations, M. 
Panaretoff, Bulgarian Minister to the 
United States, asserted that ‘* constitu- 
tional government among the Balkan 
peoples has been so firmly established 
that no personal or’arbitrary régime 
can supplant it.’’ 

‘The main fact in Hungarian history 
and its influence on Europe,’’ said 
Count Teleki, ‘‘ is that the Carpathians 
form one of the most formidable bar- 
riers.~ As soon as one central power 
came to hold their whole length, the 
chain proved absolutely effective as a 
frontier. Only a tremendous difference 
of the forces of the attacking and de- 
fending powers made it possible in one 
single case for the attacking power to 
cross the Carpathians. 

‘Our second conclusion is that by 
accepting Western civilization and _ re- 
ligion instead of Eastern, by consolidat- 
ing the State, and by strengthening the

BYNG INSTALLED GOVERNOR. | 


He Takes Oath of Office at Quebec 
in Stately Ceremony. 


QUEBEG, Aug. 11.—Amid the booming 
of guns from Quebec’s ancient citadel, 
Baron Byng of Vimy, a hero of the great 
war, assumed officially today, his duties 
as Canada’s new Governor General. He 
was sworn into office at the Provincial 
Legislative Building witt' impressive 
ceremony. 

Lord Ying landed at King’s Wharf 
from the steamship Empress of France. 
Whistles from river craft shrieked a wel- 
come and immense crowds cheered wildly 
as he stepped ashore and stood at salute 
@s a band played the national anthem. 
He wore the uniform of a British Gen- 
eral. 

Premier Arthur Meighen accompanied 
tim. A distinguished assemblage of Do- 
minion officials, headed by Justice Ang- 
lin, the Acting Administrator, greeted 
him officially. Others in the party were 
members of the Federal Cabinet and 
Premier Taschereau and members of the 
Provincial Government. 

A troop of cavalry trotted ahead of the 
earriage carrying Lord and Lady Byng 
to the Pariiament buildings. Thousands 
lined the flag-bedecked streets and gave 
them a tumultous ovation. 

Tre Council Chamber in which the 
oath was administered was a scene of 
color. Assembled there were meh of 
war and men of peace, dignitaries of the 
Church and laymen, women born in the 
Dominion ,and women who had come 
from overseas. 

The picture had for its background 
walls of vivid red. To the canvas were 
added the gold, red and black of mili- 
tary uniforms, the more sombre hues 
worn by legislators, the scarlet robes of 
Cardinal Begin and the myriad colors in 
the women’s dresses. 

All were in their places when the 
Baron entered the chamber. By his side 
was Lady Byng, and preceding him the 
Lieutenant Governor of the province 
and his aides-de-camp. 

Premier Meighen and his Cabinet of- 
ficers stood grouped around the dias, 
which the new Governor General as- 
cended. While Baron Byng’s commis- 
sion was being unrolled for formal read- 
ing Mrs. Meighen presented to Lady 
Byng a bouquet of white roses. 

Captain O. P. C. Balfour, Military 
Secretary to the Governor General, then 
read the document proclaiming the of- 
fice to which the World War hero had 
been appointed. 

Solemnly the Baron took his oath of 
allegiance to the King, swore well and 
truly to perform his duties and sub- 
scribed his name to the oath book. Sir 
Henry Drayton, Minister of Finance, 
then handed to the Governor General 
the great seal of Canada, and the Gov- 
ernor General, following custom, sol- 
emnly handed it back to him for safe- 
keeping. 

The ceremony over, the band played 
the national anthem, and then a salute 
of nineteen guns fromthe citadel shook 
the building. A moment of intense si- 
lence followed. Then came addresses 
of welcome by Premier Taschereau of 
Quebec and Mayor Samson of Quebec, 
to which Lord Byng replied, making 
reference to the bonds established dur- 
ing the war, when he was leading Cana- 
dian contingents against the Germans. 

A drive through flag-bedecked streets 
to the citadel, luncheon in the Parlia- 
ment buildings, a motor tour in the aft- 
ernoon and a dinner in the evening as 
the guest of Sir Charles Fitzpatrick end- 
ed the Governor’s program for the day. 
He is due to arrive tomorrow in Ottawa 
to assume his new duties.

Railroad Shopmen Continue Opposi- 
tion Before Labor Board. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 11.—The determined 
stand on railroad shopmen against piece 
work was further emphasized today in 


a continuation of hearjngs begun yester- 
day before the United States Railroad 
Labor Board. Union representatives 
from several Western roads and a group 
ct Southeastern lines testified today 
that their constituents were unanimous 
against any system of piece work. 
‘The railroad that tries to institute 
piece work will have trouble on its 
hands’’ H. M. Fallon declared, speak- 
ing for shop employes of the Seaboang 
Air Line. ‘‘ On. our system, we have 
taken several votes on piece work and 
the men are unanimously opposed to it.”’

“The horoscope of Hungary, notwith- 
standing the struggles and dangers of 
weak periods, would have been very 
frivorable if a new and terrible foe had 
not arisen on the weak southern side. 
The Turkish blow cut this line of evo- 
lution. There changed the course of 
Hungarian and, with it, the course of 
European history. 

““ Politically a new period of evolution 
had just begun. Culturally we were in 
a time of great minds, and especially the 
goldsmith’s craft was developed to a 
high degree. Economically the develop- 
ment of capitalism had begun and in 
this development all .the nationalities 
took an equal part. All this unity was 
destroyed and all this evolution stopped 
by the Turkish invasion. The repopu- 
lating of the land by a foreign power 
changed its national’ aspects.”

‘‘ Slav tribesmen carne In small groups 
as workmen and were not settled ac- 
cording to Slav custom, but according 
to ‘the German wood clearing system 
under the guidance of village Mayors. 
In the East Rumanians began to filter 
slowly into the mountains, filling those 
parts of the land which were left un- 
inhabited between the Magyar and Ger- 
man territorfes. 

‘“ Here you find the cause and expla- 
nation of the fact that Magyars or 
Szeklers—which name is not that of a 
scparated nation, but means, in Turkish, 
‘frontier guard’—are to be found on 
the borders and are separated by masses 
of alien peoples from the main block of 
their kinsmen, so that in Transylvania 
Magyar and Rumanian territories are 
dovetailed. 

‘So a measure taken 1,000 years ago 
caused headache in the Peace Confer- 
ence and sleepless nights in the League 
ef Nations.’’

Panaretoff Sees New Age in Balkans. 


In his lecture M. Panaretoff took an 
optimistic view of the Balkan situation, 
asserting that the peonles of the Balkans 


are capable of self-government and are 
already supporting constitutional gov- 
ernment. 

‘There have been doubters,”’ he said, 
‘““who refused to believe that the Bal- 
kan nations would evgr support consti- 
tutional processes of Government and 
democratic institutions. Time-and ex- 
perience have proved such apprehen- 
sions to have been misplaced. Constitu- 
tional Government among the Bajkan 
peoples has not been wrecked; on the 
contrary, it has been so firmly estab- 
lished that no personal or arbitrary 
régime can supplan It. 

““A saner press, a mom enlightened 
public opinion with which rulers and 
Governments have to reckon, a healttier 
atmosphere among political parties, 
and sounder and more rational conc2p- 
tions of popular rights and duties, are 
observable in all the Balkan States. 
They have adapted themselves to Euro- 
pean culture and civilization and in the 
development of their political and elvi} 
life have diligently striven to follow the 
examples set by more advanced nations. 

‘“‘In judging their progress, it would 
be unfair to compare them with nations 
which, under totally different historical, 
political and social circumstances have 
evolved their const!tutional institutions. 
The Balkan peoples have had to or- 
ganize their Government and Adminis- 
tration in all its branches with the 
raw materials which they possessed and 
without help. 

**Men with very little knowledge and 
far less experience of Government af- 
fairs were entrusted with the arduous 
task of establishing an orderly Govern- 
ment in the place of what existed be- 
fore. Constitutionalism has not always 


run smoothly, regrettable incidents have ! 
happened and blunders have been com-, 


mitted that have retarded but not ar- 
rested their progress. 

Nevertheless, no one who is ac-- 
quainted with the difficulties, both ex- 
ternal and internal, with which they 
havé had to contend will be inclined to 
judge theri harshly or to assert that

Movie Men’s Dinner Cited 
Arguments for His Removal. 
BOSTON, Aug. 11.—The 
tre Supreme Court today took under ad- 
visement the case of District Attorney 
Nathan A. Tufts of Middlesex County 
on the charges in proceedings for his 
removal for alleged misuse of his office. 
Argument closed this afternoon with 
Special Assistant Attorney General 
Hurlburt following Attorney General Al- 
len in summing up for the prosecution. 
Melvin M. Johnson earlier in the day 
completed the defense argument which 
Fletcher Ranney began yesterday. This 
was the fifth week of the trial. 

The Attorney General devoted much 
time to a review of testimony intro- 
duced to support his charge that Tufts 
was guilty of conspiracy to extort $100,- 
000 from New York motion picture pro- 
ducers, under threats of prosecution, 
after a midnight party at Mishawum 
Manor, a Woburn roadhouse. He quoted 
names, dates and alleged incidents, and 
reminded the Court that suck a con- 
spiracy could rarely bé proved by other 
than circumstantial evidence. 

For the defense, Johnson prophesied 
political reaction against the Attorney 
General for the ‘‘ vast number of worth- 
less specifications ’’ cited in the Tufts 
allegations. 

‘* Reference has been made to me as a 
bloodhound,’’ the Attorney General later 
replied, ‘‘ but there are secret crimes 
whieh only a bloodhound can run down.’’ 

Regarding the payment of the $100,000 
by the New York picture producers, $85,- 
000 to Daniel H. Coakley and $15,000 
for other counsel, Allen asserted that on 
the very day the money was paid over 
to one of the attorneys Tufts cancelled 
a Grand Jury summons against Charles 
Wright, of counsel for the motion pic- 
ture men.

HOLESALE MARKET, 


SAYS PRICE FIXING 
HAD BEEN CHECKED 


Attorney Géneral Daugherty 
Gets Promises to ‘‘Be Good”’ 
-From More Trade Bodies. 


BUT OTHERS ARE WARNED 


Officials Find Action Against the 
So-Called Cement Trust Has Had 
Salutary Effect on Others. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—The action 
against the so-called Cement Trust 
brought in New York City by Federal 
authorities evidently has had a salutary 
effect upon other industrial combina- 
tions, according to officials of the De- 
partment of Justice, for since the legal 
steps began other businesses which, to 
say the least, Were under suspicion of 
price fixing, have been sending repre- 
sentatives to the department for con- 
ferences, and have been making prom- 
ises to ‘‘ be good’’ in the future. At- 
torney General Daugherty intimated to- 
day that effective results had been 
reached already, through changed meth- 
Odg by some businesses. 

Mr. Daugherty had a conference last 
night with Secretary of Commerce 
Hoover at the dinner celebrating Mr. 


Hoover’s forty-seventh birthday. The 
staffs of the two departments were pres- 
ent, and the subject of price fixing re- 
ceived chief consideration. As a result 
the experts whe have heen examining 
alleged price-fixing associations agreed 
that their reports would be ready very 
soon. Following these reports a definite 
outline of policy toward the price-fixing 
assoctations will be announced in about 
ten days, Mr. Hoover said today, sev- 
eral conferences on the matter have 
been held by the two Cabinet members. 

The Attorney General repeated today 
that, while prosecutions would be sevére, 
business would not be injured by unjust 
drives. 

‘There will be no raid on business; 
none was ever intended,’ he said. 

‘“‘'We are very anxious,’’ Mr. Daugh- 
erty continued, ‘‘to give business every 
reasonable assurance that it is not going 
to be unduly disturbed. ‘There will be 
no interference with legitimate activi- 
ties. A great many business associa- 
tions are of much benefit to the nation. | 
The majority not only desire to do the | 
right thing, but are operating in a per- 
fectly legal way.’’ 

While the greater number of the busi- 
ness associations are regarding the law 
against price’ combinations, some are 
under the ban, declared the Attorney 
General. 

‘*Some, under the guise of trad? as- 
sociations, are going, or have gone, be- 
yond the permission of the law,’ he 
said. ‘‘ Prices are being fixed by these 
in an illegitimate fashion, and illegal 
things are being done under a cloak 
of camouflage. 

‘“A number of firms whose methods 
have been under question have sent 
representatives to see me. They have 
come in and talked, and, in some cases, 
have discontinued certain practices. In 
they have expressed a desire 
to work with the department.’’ 

No intimation must be taken, stated 
Mr.-Daugherty, that because the depart- 
ment welcomed reforms in practice by 
firms who volunteered this change, the 
watch would not be kept up and prose- 
cutions continued if the lay was broken. 

‘* It certainly must not be coneluded,”’ 
he said, ‘‘ that we will close our eves 
to violations. Legal actions will be 
brought whenever necessary, and with- 
out favor one way or the other.”’ 

Ever since it was first announced that 
the Department of Justle2 would look 
into the matter of price fixing, suc- 
ceeding the disclosures by the Lockwood 
committee in New York, a special staff 
has been at work accuinulating a mass 
of material for use by KFecderal attor- 
neys in various parts of the country. 
This can be used as Icgal ammunition 
whenever a suit is brougnat. 


Petroleum Output Increased. 

Petroleum production in the United 
States in the week ended August 6 
averaged 1,315,840 barrels a day, ac- 
cording to figures compiled by the Amer- 
ican Petroleum InstlItute. This com- 
pared with an output of 1,314,240 barrels 
in the week of July 30. The week of 
August 6 was the second week in which 
production increased following six con- 
secutive weeks of decline.

FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Further Decline on Stock Ex- 
change—Sharp Rise in Fed- 
eral Reserve Percentages.

ROADS REJECT PLEA | 


FOR OLD WAGE RATE 


Heads of Eastern Lines Refuse | 


Appeal of Brotherhoods 
on Three Points. 


STRIKE THOUGHT UNLIKELY 


Transportation Act and Labor Board 
Rulings Held to Cover All 
Issues Involved. 


President of Eastern railroads yester- 
day delivered to the four Railroad 
Brotherhoods and the switchmen a flat 
refusal to terms which the union chiefs 
had outlined. These terms included re- 
quests for information as to whether 
or not ‘fthe operating officials of 
the railroads will restore the wage 
rate in effect an June 380, 1921; 
second, if all @emands for further de- 
eréases will be withdrawn; third, if all 
demands for the elimination of time and 
one-half time for overtfme and radical 
schedule refision will be withdrawn and 
not again pressed for a stated period.”’ 

The answer to the Brotherhoods was 
brie?. It merely said that ‘‘ conditions 
make it impossible to grant the re- 
quest.”” Fwenty-seven executives of the 
Bastern lines concurred in the report at 
a meeting held in the Bankers’ Club at 
which W. H. Truesdaie, President of the 
Delaware, Lackawanna & Western, was 
Chairman. The action taken yesterday 
was in aecord with expectations in rail- 
read circles. ~ 

The executives authorized the follow- 
ing formal statement: 


‘‘ After giving careful consideration to 
the questions at issue, the conference 
decided that the Secretary should notify 
the Brotherhoods that conditions make 
it impossible te grant their requests.”’ 

There was brief consideration of the 

ossibilities of a railroad strike, it was 
earned, and the subject was dismissed 
after a short discussion, as none of the 
executives were of the opinion that there 
would be any serious trouble. 

In refusing to grant the requests it 


was said that the executives based their |" 


decision on rulings of the Transportation 
Act, which provided, in the first place, 
that the carriers were empowered to 
operate their properties economically 
and efficiently. Again, it was pointed 
out, the managers felt justified in their 
refusal to restore the wage rate in ef- 
fect on June 80, 1921, by the ruling of 
Decision 147 of the United States Rail- 
way Labor Board, which reduced all 
railroad employes’ wages approximately 
12 per cent. on July 1. n the third 
place, it was explained that the Labor 
Board also had passed definitely and 
finally on the matter of new working 
schedules by its provision in Section 2 
of Decision 119, which gave each indi- 
vidual company full power to negotiate 
such new rules and working agreements 
with its employes as could aceeptably 
supersede the old national agreements. 

In view of the finality of these deci- 
sions, .which it was said virtually cov- 
ered each of the demands of the unions, 
it was added that the meeting yester- 
day was in one sense superfluous. The 
Eastern division was the only district 
which agreed to meet with the Brother- 
hoods and hear their demands. 


TAMPICO OIL NEAR RECORD. 


June Shipments 17,000,000 Barrels, 
Only Exceeded In January. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—Petroleum 
shipments from ‘the Tampico, Mexico, 
oil fields in June, aggregating 17,000,000 
barrels, reached the greatest yolume of 
shipments for any month this year, ex- 
cepting the record month of January, ac- 
cording to a report to the Commerce De- 
partment today from Vice Consul Hick- 
erson. 

June, figures, he said, showed an in- 
crease of 8,418,000 barrels over May 
shipments and a decrease of 1,417,000 


barrels from those of January. 
Beeause of the inereased export duty 
on Mexican oil, effective July 1, Mr. 
Hickérson explained, there was a rush 
to empty all available storage, prepara- 
tory to a cessation of shipments after 
July 1. In the division of shipments, he 
reported, the United States received 
12,557,000 barrels during June, approxi- 
mately 8,000,000 more than in May and 
75 per cent. of the total net shipments. 


CAR LOADINGS INCREASE. 


| Weekly Report Shows Gains in Mis- 


cellaneous Freight. 


Increase of 6,222 in the number of 
cars laden with revenue freight in the 
week ended July 80, compared with the 
week before, was shown in reports re- 
ceived yesterday from the American 
Railway Association. The total for the 
week was 796,570\cars, which was 139,796 
cars fewer than in the corresponding 
week in 1920 and 128,625 cars under the 
total for the corresponding week in 
1919. ‘ 

The week’s report shows gains in all 
commodities except in coal and ore. 
Loading of grain and grain products, 
which so far this year has been heavier 


than in 1920 or 1919, continued to in- 
crease, the total for the week being 
66,416 cars, or 1,497 more than were 
laden the week before. This was 26,564 
cars more than the number laden in 
the corresponding week last year and 
9,301 more than in the correspond- 
ing week in 1919. From Jane 4 to 
July 80 the number of cars laden with 
grain and grain products was greater by 
123,400 cars than that in the same period 
last year.

24@2% cents, the finish being within 
%@'% cents of the top. After the close 
500,000 bushels of cash wheat was con- 
firmed as sold to exporters, partly via 


Montreal, and the business of the sea- 
board was understooa to have been 
close to 1,000,000 bushels, a good part 
of the business done not being reported. 

Hard Winter wheat on track here has 
gained 2@3 cents on the September, as 
compared with a week ago, and No. 2 
hard sold today at 2@38 cents over the 
future, up % cent for the day.
